MARKET AND ELIMINATION. 

HEN THE BLOOD-HORSE made its forecast 

that a buyers’ market would prevail at 
E. J. Tranter’s Lexington sales of Thoroughbreds 
last week, the crash of Caldwell & Company at 
Nashville had not been announced and there was 
no intimation that the big National Bank of 
Kentucky at Louisville would be closed on the 


very first day of the vendue, to be followed by 
the closing of banks at other points in Kentucky. 
Thus the drop in the general average was greater 
than anticipated, and thus it was that there were 
even smaller prices than had been expected for 
the general run of the offerings. 


It is regrettable that the breeders were so 
tardy as not to have had ready for operation at 
this sale a fund for the elimination of the least 
desirable fillies and mares. Many could have 
been banished at small cost. As it is, these 
continue to be in the hands of persons who will 
employ them for purposes of reproduction. 

Why is it that the breeders procrastinate when 
a matter so vital to them should have their 
prompt and concerted attention? Why is it that 
they cannot or do not put aside thoughts of self 
primarily and become active in behalf of the 
entire industry? Why is it that they cannot see 
that continued over-production will bring no 
profit to those who blindly or stubbornly persist 
in marketing or in racing less desirable horses ? 

It was pointed out many times during the sales 
that young horses were not bringing a return of 
the money expended for the stallion service fees, 
to say nothing of the investment in the mare and 
the upkeep of the foal after weaning. Numerous 
times we heard it said that the stallion owners 
have the fees too high; that the smaller breeders 
cannot afford to send their mares to the better 
sires. 

The thought now comes to us that perhaps, 
after all, it is good that fees are being kept on 
a higher level. It is good if it will have the 
effect of lessening production. It would be better 
if all stallion owners would shorten the season 
to May 15 and decline to permit the visit at any 
time of a mare not first class. 

We know that Val Crane, of Wild Rose Farm, 
St. Charles, Illinois, sent two weanlings to the 
Lexington By-Products Company after they had 
been passed out of the auction ring without a 
bid. His attitude was that if they were worth- 
Jess in the eyes of so many persons they should 
be destroyed. We heard several others say that 
they had made up their minds to do likewise with 
mares they now consider not worth feeding. 
Manager Raymond Bell of the Lexington By- 
Products plant tells us that already a large num- 
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ber of old mares and weedy young things have 
been sent to him from various farms. If all 
would do that, it would not be necessary to have 
a fund for purpose of ridding the Turf of its 
undesirables. But will all breeders do it? We 
think not. Many are too selfish to do something, 
even for their own good, without getting a dollar 
in return.

GOOD PROPOSAL. 
has been proposed to The Jockey Club by 

A. H. Morris, one of the stewards, that Rule 
31 be amended to read as follows: “The number 
of starters in any overnight event shall be 
limited to the width of the track at the starting 
post. Every horse shall be allowed five feet of 
the width of the track. The number of starters 
shall be reduced to the proper number by lot or 
by division, also by lot, at the option of the 
association.” 

The amendment consists in the placing of the 
words “also by lot” after the word “division.” 
The intent of the amendment is to compel racing 
secretaries, when splitting a race, to do it by lot 
instead of picking them to suit their own 
pleasure. The proposed change is in keeping 
with the Kentucky, Maryland and Illinois rules 
and it is highly commendable.

WENTY-SEVEN thousand and 48 dollars and 

60 cents worth of Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas dinners will be purchased for the orphans 
of Kentucky out of the funds provided by the 
third annual charity meeting held at Col. E. R. 
Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm, near Lexington, on 
the afternon of Monday, November 17. The total 
was the largest realized in the three years since 
the meeting was inaugurated. 

This year’s ticket sale included 4,100 day 
badges and boxes enough to seat 1,200 persons. 
The crowd appeared to be at least 6,000. Per- 
fect weather favored the orphans, who are the 
recipients of all the funds collected. The day was 
cloudless, the air calm, and the temperature so 
moderate that topcoats were not necessary. A 
disaavantageous factor was the financial dis- 
turbance brought on by the closing of the Na- 
tional Bank of Kentucky in Louisville. Several 
hundred, especially among the residents of Louis- 
ville, were deterred by the incident from coming 
to Lexington. 

The crowd filled a corner of the infield of the 
one-mile track. It was a brilliant assemblage 
of men and women, many of them nationally 
known in racing, many of distinction in political, 
financial, scientific, professional and social cir- 
cles. They made frequent trips from the rail 
along the homestretch and from the boxes to the 
burgoo and refreshment stand and on beyond to 
the pari-mutuel shed, where a considerable play 
was in progress throughout the afternoon. 

Six races composed the program. The fourth 
and fifth races were the first and second divisions 
of the third running of the Orphanage Stakes. 
Colonel Bradley added $5,000 to each of the two 
divisions when it developed that the field would 
be too large to start at one time. The story of 
the stakes races, which fell to Plumage and Os- 
wego, both owned by Gallaher and Combs, is 
given in more detail below. The other four 
races, each for a purse of $1,000, provided by 
Colonel Bradley, were won by Hamburg Place’s 
The Mongol, J. W. Parrish’s Percentage, Ro&coe 
Goose’s Valdosta, and J. C. Ellis’ Playfellow’s 
Dream. 

After Plumage had won the first division of

the stakes, Col. John P. Sullivan, associated with 
Colonel Bradley in the ownership of the Fair 
Grounds race track at New Orleans, speaking 
over the public address system, introduced Jouett 
Shouse, successful national leader of the recent 
Democratic campaign, who presented the Peggy 
Bradley plate to Allan Gallaher. After the next 
division was run, Colonel Sullivan introduced 
John J. Raskob, who presented a similar piece to 
Sewell S. Combs, Mr. Gallaher’s partner in the 
doubly successful stable. 

Barry Shannon had the meeting under his 
management, and everything went off with per- 
fect smoothness. It is to his credit that every 
year the charity meeting has been held, the 
crowds and the races have been handled expertly, 
and there has not been an accident of any sort. 
Colonel Bradley issued a statement expressing 
his gratitude for the cooperation of all concerned 
in the meeting, and he himself is due a tenfold 
expression of gratitude for his munificence in a 
worthy cause. 

The munificence of the owner of Idle Hour 
Farm, however, is not ended. Next year, Man- 
ager Barry Shannon has informed THE BLOOD- 
‘HORSE, there will be offered at the charity meet- 
ing, in addition to the Orphanage Stakes, for 2- 
year-olds, a handicap for 3-year-olds and up, in 
which the added money will be $5,000. Other 
conditions for the handicap have not been an- 
nounced, nor has the name been chosen. It js 
not expected that it will be found necessary to 
run the handicap in two divisions, but if the Or- 
phanage Stakes again draws tco large a field, it 
will again be run in two sections, with $5,000 
added in each. 

PLUMAGE STARTS UNIQUE DOUBLE 


Uniquely, the same stable won both divisions 
of the Orphanage Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year- 
olds, six furlongs less 170 feet, November 17). 
Twenty-five of the 82 eligibles were placed in 
the overnight entries, and eight starters got to 
the post in each division, the track being too nar- 
row to allow a large field to run. Plumage 
(119), a filly bearing the silks of Gallaher and 
Combs, led all the way in the first division, com- 
ing to the finish four lengths ahead of the Green- 
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tree Stable’s Blue Law (122), which nosed out 
the Gorham Brothers’ Laila Wild (119) for the 
place. Jockey H. Fisher had the mount on the 
winner, as well as on Oswego, which bore the 
same colors to victory in the second division. 
Others in the field were Reverberate (119), Down- 
pour (122), Running Water (122), Bosafabo 
(122), Silver Beauty (119). Time, :24 1-5, :50, 
1:03 3-5, 1:14 1-5, track slow. Stakes division, 
$3,925, $750, $250.

Plumage was started 22 times this year and 
won seven races. She was-five times second and 
three times third. Her earnings are $10,025. 
Glyn won and also produced the winner Polly 
Burnside; she is a half-sister to Chilhowee (La- 
tonia Derby, Latonia Championship, etc., record- 
breaker and sire), Mary Jane (Ashland Oaks, 
Kentucky Oaks, Raceland Derby, etc.), and the 
winner Menifee. Plumage is three-quarters sis- 
ter to Chilhowee, being by the same sire. Bour- 
bon Lass won. Lassie won and produced 11 win- 
ners, including All Over (Tijuana Cup, etc.) and 
the producers Marjorie M. and Little Ann, dam 
of Reveille Boy, winner of the 1930 American 
Derby. Amaranth, the next dam, by Sir Dixon, 
produced six winners and was sister to five win-

OSWEGO FINISHES IT 

The victory of Oswego (122) over R. W. Col- 
lins’ Don Leon (127) in the second division of 
the Orphanage Stakes was a considerable sur- 
prise. Don Leon was an odds-on favorite, but his 
recent strenuous activity militated against him, 
and he appeared too jaded to give the winner a 
real battle at the end. Oswego’s margin at the 
finish was five lengths. Don Leon was two lengths 
in front of Looney and Jones’ Martha Jones (119). 
Jockey H. Fisher saved Oswego back of the pace 
while Shropshire was setting the pace with the 
favorite, and as the latter weakened badly at the 
end. came to the front for an easy win. Others 
in the field were Leros (122), Lightning Bolt 
(122), Priory (122), Cousin Jo (119), Brass 
Monkey (122). Time, :23 1-5, :49 1-5, 1:03 2-5, 
1:14. Stakes division, $3,925, $750, $250.

THE MONEY DISTRIBUTED 


Checks have been sent out this year to 39 dif- 
ferent institutions in Kentucky. They will bene- 
fit 3,160 orphan children, besides a number of 
youngsters in other institutions where transient 
dependents are taken care of. Last year checks 
totaling $22,035.80 were sent to 36 institutions, 
representing 2,700 children, an average of $8.16 
apiece. In 1928 the total was $24,623, paid out 
to 31 institutions with 2,708 children, the average 
being $9.10.

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ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD. 

TTENTION was attracted last week to the 

aged Ballot as a good sire of broodmares and 
hardly were the words written when a daughter 
of his, Plumage by name, came spinning down 
the stretch at the Idle Hour Farm track to win 
the first division of the Orphanage Stakes, there- 
by proving that the old horse can get good racers, 
too, at this late phase of his stud career. Also, 
since having mentioned the son of *Voter, I have 
seen Pretty Politician for the first time since her 
retirement from training. The dam of The First 
Monk is a real nice type of the broodmare. 

The queen of Colonel Dudley’s broodmares, 
though is unquestionably Thunderbird, and she 
looks the part. She is one of the last of the *Star 
Shoots. Thunderbird has exceptionally nice, big 
quarters. Incidentally, it is back of the saddle 
that the majority of the Thoroughbred type lack 
in proper construction; the English product more 
so than the American. With the exception of 
bad feet and limbs, the worst “eyesore,” to my 
mind, in the make-up of a Thoroughbred is thin, 
light hindquarters. Far too many of them have 
quarters which, when viewed from the side, ap- 
pear to drop off like a cow’s and when studied 
from the rear look thin and wasted. I much pre- 
fer the animal with the full, muscular and round- 
ed quarters, such as are seen in Bubbling Over, 
Equipoise, Purchase, Vander Pool, Crusader, Gen- 
eral Lee and Insco. There is one proviso to the 
big-quartered type, the muscle must run well 
down into the limb above the hock, otherwise the 
animal is more apt to prove a mere sprinter. 

It would be indeed difficult to improve upon 
*Monk’s Way in point of bloodlines. I’m coming 
to regard most English blood with a mixed feel- 
ing of doubt and disdain, but am not a confirmed 
anti-English penman nor ever will hé, for the 
very good reason that there are some desirable 
qualities in certain strains of the blood. It is 
just that in my humble estimation it doesn’t com- 
pare with the old-fashioned American strains, es- 
pecially where racing over our skinned courses is 
concerned. 

I have a deal of respect for the get of Friar 
Marcus. *Cloister, one of the gamest racers I ever 
clapped my eyes on, was a son of that sire. 
*Cloister’s first crop reached the races this season 
and out of eight registered juveniles he got eight 
winners. Can’t beat that. Certainly there were 
no champions among them, but they could and 
did win races. *Cloister replaced Seth? He’ll out- 
do him. *Monk’s Way is a much more stylish 
animal than his big-hearted kinsman and a larger 
horse in every respect, if you deem that as a point 
in his favor. He also is endowed with more qual- 
ity about his underpinning. *Monk’s Way has a 
beautifully crested neck and an exquisite head, 
with a wide forehead, large, luminous eyes, 
strong jowls, widely spaced, and a muzzle that 
would fit into a pint cup. 

Which reminds me that C. E. (Boots) Durnell 
recently remarked that one thing he has noticed 
in his long experience on the Turf is that a really 
good race horse or sire never had a coarse, large 
head. “It happens that in good mares one will 
see a big, homely head occasionally, but never in 
a horse,”’ said Mr. Durnell. He further stated 
that the best mare he ever saw, Sceptre, had a 
very unshapely head, also citing Cap and Bells 
and Handy Mandy offhand. 

Colonel Dudley names horses well. Pretty 
Politician was the first mare ever covered by 
*Monk’s Way, and The First Monk is the result. 


As nice a colt as this one is, there is a brown 
weanling colt by *Monk’s Way—Panna, by Delhi, 
at Sunny Hill Stock Farm, which is to all ap- 
pearances a better one. All the get of *Monk’s 
Way have his blood-like, intelligent head.

Few of the steeplechase riders will 
attempt to put old Nicholas through his paces, 
but the former Miss Elizabeth Altemus seems to 
derive no little pleasure out of sending the son 
of *Stefan the Great through the field.

PENT a pleasant forenoon chatting with Ar- 

thur B. Hancock at his home in Paris, Ky., 
the other day and finally wound up at the famous 
Claiborne Stud, where all the sires were led out 
for inspection. Several additions have been made 
to the ranks of stallions standing at this splendid 
farm since my last visit, they being Diavolo, Dis- 
traction, Toro and Gallant Fox, nice individuals 
all, and as yet they retain much of the appear- 
ance of the horse in training. 

Distraction intrigued my interest most. There 
is nothing flashy about him, or any of the rest 
of the quartet, for that matter, but he certainly 
has the points, if that is comprehensive. To elu- 
cidate, he is a rugged, “tough’’-looking little fel- 
low and carries the unmistakable stamp of his 
family, being of practically the same physical 
mold as King Nadi, Blondin, Swinging, Little 
Chief and others of the many high-class members 
of the tribe. 

Diavolo and Gallant Fox are of the tall, rakish 
type, and Toro is fashioned much on the order 
of Distraction. The former doesn’t resemble any 
other Whisk Broom II which has come under my 
notice; he is a typical stayer. Gallant Fox, his half- 
brother Petee-Wrack, and their dam, Marguerite, 
have much in common in conformation. Single 
Foot looks very like his sire, *Wrack, and Gen- 
eral Lee would take the blue in point of beauty 
at any horse show. 

While seated in one of Mr. Hancock’s spacious 
and well-furnished living rooms, puffing viciously 
at one of his best cigars and enjoying a lively 
debate anent the relative abilities of the leading 
juveniles of the season closing, I noticed that he 
had one of the finest collections of paintings of 
old time racers one will see anywhere. Looking 
down from the walls were some of the most 
prized and valuable Herrings and Troyes extant. 
Among the works of the celebrated Herring were 
Beeswing, Faugh-a-Ballagh, Slane, The Flying 
Dutchman and Voltiguer. From the brush of 
Troye, whose works looked very life-like, just as 
if they might be expected to whistle and gallop 
off at any moment, were Fanny Washington (dam 
of Eolus), Lexington, Knight of St. George, En- 
quirer, Nina (daughter of Boston and dam of 
Planet) and Planet. 

There is an interesting bit of history attached 
to this last named painting. It was ever a much- 
coveted work and was cut out of its frame and 
stolen from the home of a Southern sportsman by 
a Northern soldier during the Civil War. Some 
time later a rebel soldier found it on a dump, 
recognized the orange colors of the jockey astride 
Planet and after a lot of travel and trouble re- 
turned it to its rightful owner. The colors are 
those which are carried by the Hancock racers. 

A good painting or photograph of a great horse 
is something to be preserved. If it weren’t for 
such masterpieces as adorn the walls of Mr. Han- 
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cock’s beautiful home, how would we of this 
generation know what manner of horses were 
those heroes of long ago. Future generations will 
in their turn appreciate paintings and photo- 
graphs of our champions of the Turf. The writer 
has spent many pleasant hours in looking through 
his shabby collection of photos and prints of the 
crack performers of the different eras and places 
a high value thereon. 
* 

ILL someone be good enough to enlighten me 

regarding just how racing officials expect 
to discourage foul riding when they set the of- 
fending rider down and allow the order of the 
finish to stand? It occurs to me that a more 
effective action would be to hand the offender 
a stiff suspension and to disqualify his mount, 
placing the latter last. This would reduce the 
amount of fouling. In altogether too many in- 
stances the rider knows that if he is set down 
for fouling in an effort to win the connections of 
his mount will see to it that he thoroughly en- 
joys his ‘‘vacation,” which generally is of short 
duration. 

It is a safe bet that when the dishonest horse- 
man learns that he will lose the stakes or purse 
if his jockey commits an infraction he will stress 
the point to the jockey that he is to ride a de- 
cent, respectable race. You can also safely wager 
that when the rider realizes that when he wins 
through some foul he loses not only the race but 
also the opportunity to ride again for some 
months, he will mend his ways. However, eagle- 
eyed and strict officials are very necessary to the 
success of any ruling. Without men of that cali- 
bre in the stand racing cannot be conducted as 
the clean sport it should and is intended to be. 

* * * 

HE old time “dyed in the wool” horseman, who 

pursues all the aged theories pertinent to the 
breeding of Thoroughbreds should read Neil New- 
man’s “Racemares as Broodmares,” in the cur- 
rent issue of The National Turf Digest (Balti- 
more). In Newman’s interesting article the elderly 
gents will find much to refute the shibboleth that 
first-class race mares seldom, if ever, make first- 
class broodmares, or that mares which have been 
raced much usually fail when retired to the breed- 
ing paddocks. 

Still, I suppose that the lengthy list of great 
race mares and mares which were excessively 
raced that made good in the role of producer 
would only be accounted as “exceptions.” If a 
student were of a mind, he could take either side 
of any theory in connection with racing and breed- 
ing, set forth a goodly group of facts in a force- 
ful way and make it appear “gospel.” 

There are too many exceptions to theories; 
facts disprove them all and conclusively show 
that it isn’t given to any man to know this or 
that theory will in any particular instance prove 
right or wrong, good or bad, before being put to 
the acid test. Success and failure in breeding and 
racing is largely the result of the percentage of 
times one judges, rather, guesses, correctly or 
incorrectly and the “breaks.”

According to 
Martinez, Happy Go Lucky’s get are winning 
right along on the islands and they are all ani- 
mals of a high flight of speed. Here is a sire 
which should have been given every opportunity 
in Kentucky before passing him out of the coun- 


try. 


A LITTLE VISIT TO BOWIE

¢¢—TDOWIE” meant aristocrats, and “Bowie’”’ 

meant governors; now Bowie means a 
great stakes race and (more important still) it 
means a fine new race course here in Southern 
Maryland. In fact, the name so much belongs 
to the people of this state that they have their 
own way of pronouncing it. ‘Boo-ie’’’s fall rac- 
ing season opens Tuesday. 


Although it is-the baby track of Maryland it 
promises to be the “big boy of them all,” said 
Joseph A. Farrell, its general manager. And 
young as it is, it has a “past.” Founded in 1914 
by James F. O’Hara and G. D. Bryan, it was 
placed by them some fourteen miles from Wash- 
ington, fourteen miles from Annapolis, and about 
twenty-five miles from Baltimore. Thus it is 
that Bowie Race Track is situated in a county 
which history places in the forefront of thorough- 
bred breeding in colonial times. Nearby is Annap- 
olis, the center of racing in the old days, and 
closer still is Belair, historic home of William 
Woodward and of colonial governors whose de- 
votion to the horse resulted in the breeding of 
many of the first great thoroughbreds in the 
country. Nearby, too, is little Upper Marlboro 
whose half mile track is the oldest of its kind now 
active in the state. 

Strange to say, while Bowie is the most modern 
plant in the state as far as equipment is con- 
cerned it is the least metropolitan in atmosphere. 
And it used to be even less so, for before a fire 
swept the place, three years ago, the original 
grandstand, stables and paddock were built of 
timber cut on the grounds. Thus Bowie was 
carved out of the woodland wilderness just as 
those men who made the name famous had 
carved out their places in the state’s history. 
The present buildings were completed a few 
months after the fire; and what a different Bowie 
we find today—steel and concrete buildings cov- 
ered with stucco in very modern design. The 
grandstand is much like Laurel’s in appearance, 
but is somewhat larger, being 505 feet by 157 
feet. The track was completely re-made in 1928 
and is “the best there is,” according to Mr. Far- 
rell. 

He, by the way, is my idea of a busy man, for 
he has two offices in Baltimore and the one in 
Bowie. At last I got in touch with him and soon 
me and my dog were driving along the Defense 
Highway to an appointment with him. To reach 
the plant you must leave the main pike and fol- 
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low a rolling, winding, inviting little road through 
a thick woodland of small red oaks and dark 
green pines. It is a beautiful little road, built and 
maintained wholly at the expense of the associa- 
tion. Tall brick gate posts warn you that you 
are approaching the track and after a few mo- 
ments you turn a corner and the plant itself be- 
comes visible. There it is, surrounded by its 
woods and land of rolling contours, its modern 
“stream-line” buildings rising in compact masses, 
their steel and concrete surfaces rather a start- 
ling contrast to the rustic setting. My dirty lit- 
tle Ford nosed itself modestly into a corner of 
the parking space, which will accommodate 3,900 
cars, and there was Mr. Farrell. Information 
about Bowie was in his hand and unbounded en- 
thusiasm for Bowie was on his face. And I agree 
with him— it is a fine plant indeed. 

He has been general manager since last May, 
I learned, but has been with the organization 
since 1922. His brother, John Farrell, Jr., is the 
treasurer and has been an officer since its found- 
ing, as have M. Hampton Magruder, the presi- 
dent, and W. G. Brooke, the secretary. 

As at Laurel, everything is under one roof. 
One can wander from the shining new restaurant 
(under concession to a well known New York 
firm) to the furthest mutuel window or grand- 
stand seat without leaving the one roof. With 
the spring meeting so early and the fall meeting 
so late—Bowie opens and closes the racing season 
in this state—the designers deliberately planned 
for bad weather comfort. To me the most at- 
tractive feature of the stand is the unusual 
amount of space everywhere. Upper and lower 
floors have wide promenades which surely elim- 
inate congestion. The designers proved that 
there can be an abundance of space in compact- 
ness. The main pari-mutuel unit is the second 
largest in the country, the largest being at Ar- 
lington Park in Chicago. Near them is the in- 
teresting “Totalizer,” a board which records the 
amount of money which has been bet on each 
horse. Two tiers of boxes on the second floor, 
some 157 in all, run the entire length of the 
stand. 

There is no separate club house for members, 
an end of the stand being set aside for them. 
They have their own mutuel machines placed on 
two floors. There is a beautiful lounge on the 
first floor. Chairs and sofas, in dark red leather, 
are set about a grey room where huge fireplaces 
make for comfort. 

Outside the building there are wide, concrete 
terraces running the length of the building, the 
club members’ part being separate. Good weath- 
er or bad, the guests could surely enjoy them- 
selves. Train lines run right up to the rear of 
the stands. 

Shrubs in simple designs are growing in the 
infield and there is no steeplechase course. 

The paddock is a triumph of design. It is near 
the grandstand, connected to it by a covered pas- 
sage way. Stalls, about twenty in number, are 
so arranged that the horses face each other down 
the center of the building, ten on each side. Stout 
wood of a dark color makes them both handsome 
and sturdy. There is an unusually wide space 
about them and as the owners are the only spec- 
tators who are allowed to enter, there is no 
chance of crowding. Running around the walls 
of the building are upper and lower spectators’ 
galleries which will accommodate many people. 
I believe that one would have a better view of 
the horses in this paddock than in any I have 
visited. 

There are several other buildings near the 


grandstand and one contains a neat little hospital. 
Its clean, white walls and four little beds, as well 
as the fact that there are two doctors waiting 
to clock the galloping pulse, ought to make any 
jockey willing to throw discretion to the winds 
and get in and fight ’em. 

The stables are not very much in evidence 
from the stand, but if you look among the trees 
you can make out some of their low roofs which 
shelter the 1,150 horses booked for the track. 
Several hundred additional ones may be housed 
at Upper Marlboro, and when you contrast these 
figures with the fact that there used to be 300 
stalls for the original plant, you can see how 
Bowie has prospered. 

Bowie was the first track in the country to use 
a starting gate, and they continue the use of the 
McCarty gate, which they introduced, although 
the three other mile tracks in the state prefer a 
movable type. Laurel and Pimlico have the 
Bahr gate, Havre de Grace the Waite. 

The track is in splendid condition. As the soil 
of the whole place is composed of sand and gravel 
with naturally filtrated water, Bowie is a health 
resort for jaded horses. They may come up from 
the south with rough coats and raw bones, but 
after a few weeks at Bowie they are sleek and 
shining. 

The fall card includes the following stakes: 

The Prince Georges Autumn Handicap, $10,- 
000, run on November 17; Southern Maryland 
Handicap, $30,000, run on November 22; Thanks- 
giving Handicap, $10,000, run on November 27; 
The Endurance, $10,000, run on November 29. 

The spring card for stakes is as follows: 

The Inaugural Handicap, $5,000; James Rowe 
Memorial, $5,000; Bowie Kindergarten, $2,500; 
Prince Georges Spring Handicap, $5,000. 

Mr. Farrell and the Southern Maryland Agri- 
cultural Association are to be congratulated on 
their splendid plant. 

The horses left the track, the sun left the tree 
tops, as Ford, dog, and I turned our noses home- 
ward after this, our last visit to Maryland’s 
fourth big track, musing, as we did so, how so 
small a state could support so many fine racing 
plants. Truly, they love the Thoroughbred here- 
abouts ... 


BRITISH ADMIRED H. P. WHITNEY. 

That the late Harry Payne Whitney was ad- 
mired in England is well evidenced by comment 
of the British press announcing his passing. “Mr. 
Whitney was a member of more British clubs 
than any American of his time,’ says The Eve- 
ning News (London). The same paper remarked 
that the stable he kept at Newmarket twenty years 
ago was “the most expensive in the world.” The 
Star (London) said: “His racing stable was known 
all over the world,” and added: “As a polo player 
he was one of about a dozen men in the United 
States to hold the maximum handicap of 10 
goals.” The Daily Telegraph (London), after tell- 
ing of his racing stable in charge of A. J. Joyner 
and the success he had, made reference to “an 
earlier memory of him when he captained the 
brilliant American polo team which may be said 
to have revolutionized the game in this country 
(England), and first set American polo on the 
high pedestal it has occupied ever since. 

The example of this memorable quartet made 
plain the importance of the ponies and the enor- 
mous value of speed and team work.”

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PHAR LAP’S DEFI TO THE WORLD. 


P from Australia last week came a challenge 

to the world, Phar Lap against anything. 
Neil Newman, of The Morning Telegraph (New 
York), exhibited in the office of THE BLOop- 
HORSE a cablegram which he had just received 
from Sporting Editor Woolf of The Australasian 
(Sydney, Australia). The cablegram carried the 
information that Phar Lap’s lessor, H. R. Telford, 
had that day issued a challenge to race Phar Lap 
in Australia against any horse in the world, any 
distance, for any amount, and that Mr. Telford 
hoped some American owner would be interested 
in accepting the challenge. 


Phar Lap’s latest triumph is a victory in the 
Melbourne Cup, the world’s greatest cup race. 
(For summary of his career, see THE BLOOD- 
HORSE, No. 46, week ending November 15, page 
1366.) American news services, alert as usual 
on racing matters, took no notice of the Mel- 
bourne Cup. The following details of the race 
are taken from The Sporting Life (London) of 
November 5: 


“Phar Lap, Australia’s wonder horse, thwarted 
the plans of his would-be killers at the Fleming- 
ton race course at Melbourne yesterday by win- 
ning the Melbourne Cup. He finished three 
lengths ahead »f Second Wind, with another out- 
sider, Shadow King, placed third. 

“While being led in from a gallop last Satur- 
day Phar Lap was suddenly fired at by the occu- 
pants of a motor-car, but fortunately none of 
the shots took effect. In the afternoon he won 
the Melbourne Stakes. . . . 

“Phar Lap’s victory yesterday was one of the 
most severe blows Australian bookmakers have 
ever experienced. Apart from singles bets, he 
was backed for thousands of pounds in doubles 
with Amounis, winner of the Caulfield Cup. It 
is estimated that the ring lost £100,000. 

“Great precautions were taken yesterday 
against a repetition of Saturday’ foul play. Phar 
Lap spent the week-end in a stud just outside 
Geelong, and was not brought on the course until 
shortly before the race. 

“Heavy rain had affected the going but Phar 
Lap did not ease in the betting. He took up a 
position early in the race, and was always in the 
first four. He moved up half a mile from home, 
and went to the front at the entrance to the 
straight. 

“At no stage did he apear to be in danger of 
defeat, and when he flashed past the winning 
post pandemonium broke loose among the huge 
crowd of nearly 100,000. Their shouts and yells 
were heard miles away from the course. Phar 
Lap had set the seal on his fame. 

“Phar Lap was probably the biggest horse run- 
ning. His jockey, Pike, is one of the tallest 
riders in Australia. It was the fourteenth time 
Pike had ridden in the Melbourne Cup, and his 
first victory in the race. 

“Mr. H. R. Telford, who has a lease on the 
horse from Mr. Davis, will receive £9,229 as the 
winning owner’s share of the stakes. 

“Phar Lap has now won £44,367 in stakes 
money. He seems certain to become the record 
stakes-winner in Australia, as the amount won 
is only two or three thousand pounds less than 
that credited to Amounis.

“As a result of Phar Lap’s victory a constable, 
his wife and two children. and two unemploved 
friends, who drew the winning ticket in Tatter- 
sall’s Sweepstake, will share £20,000.” 


FRED FOX LEADS JOCKEYS. 


Fred Fox and Gordon Richards, two days be- 
fore the season closed, were tied for the 
lead among English jockeys this year, each 
with 126 winners. Both had mounts in the Lan- 
cashire Nursery Handicap at Manchester Novem- 
ber 21. Fox won and Richards was_ unplaced. 
Fox’s mount was H. F. Clayton’s Itsagift, a 2- 
year-old bay filly by Arch-Gift—-Ayn Hali. Next 
day was the last day of the flat racing season. 
Young Richards rode the first winner of the day 
and tied his veteran rival. He next rode the 
winner of the Manchester November Handicap 
and took a lead of one. Fox then won the next 
two succeeding races on Lansong and Isthmus, 
giving him 129 winners and a lead of one, and 
the championship, after one of the closest battles 
and most thrilling finishes the island had ever 
seen. The Manchester November Handicap 
winner was Glorious Devon, a 25-1 outsider. 
Coligny II and Nestorian, two more longshots, 
were second and third. Two Belfast bartenders 
and a department of agriculture clerk split half 
a million dollars three ways as a result of having 
drawn a sweep ticket on the winner. A. P. 
Dawes, a Vancouver, B. C., garage operator, won 
the $409,500 second prize. 


JUST LISTEN TO THIS. 


G. M. Grey, former English trainer, in a letter 
to The Sporting Life (London): ‘America is, or 
should be, our best market. They can easily 
absorb a large number of our surplus animals, 
but if they cannot come over to buy, then we 
must go over and sell. As one prominent Amer- 
ican trainer remarked to me, ‘Bring over some 
good horses and show me, I will buy then with- 
out hesitation.’ What our horses need out there 
is publicity. Years ago they were designated by 
the prefix Imp, now this has been dropped, so 
there is nothing to show that the animal is Eng- 
lish. When the American horse, Scout II, was 
running in England, and winning early this sum- 
mer, columns were devoted to him and the Amer- 
ican public were kept minutely informed of his 
progress, and if he had won the Derby we should 
have never heard the last of it. This is publicity.

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SALES AT LEXINGTON 

J. TRANTER “sold at “his Lexington sale 

e paddocks during the first four days of last 
week 448 Thoroughbreds for $256,890, an aver- 
age of $573.41. Crowds were small, bidders few, 
the sale generally unsatisfactory. (Last year at 
the Lexington November sale Mr. Tranter sold 
324 head for $457,410, average $1,411.45). 

Yearlings were sold Monday night, Tuesday 
afternoon and Tuesday night. Two hundred and 
twenty-seven head brought $185,980, averaging 
$819.30. (Last year’s Tranter sale average for 
yearlings was $1,504). Col. Phil T. Chinn’s 
Himyar Stud and Joe F. Patterson and Company 
had the largest consignments of yearlings. The 
Himyar Stud sold 48 head for $75,050, average 
$1,563.54. Patterson and Company sold 43 
yearlings for $61,375, average $1,427.33. The 
top-priced yearling was a chestnut colt by In- 
finite—-Karelia, by St. Henry, from the Himyar 
consignment, purchased by J. H. Louchheim, of 
New York, for $6,600, Trainer Clarence Buxton 
doing the bidding. Another Infinite colt, out of 
Dickey Lee, by *Omar Khayyam, in the Himyar 
group, brought $6,500, Trainer J. H. Stotler 
purchasing him for the Sagamore Stable. 

Of the stock sold besides the yearlings, 221 
head of stallions, broodmares, weanlings, and 
horses in training brought $70,910, average 
$320.86, the sale concluding Thursday afternoon. 
(Last November broodmares and _ weanlings 
averaged $1,530.75). Wednesday afternoon 38 
head were sold to settle the estate of John D. 
Carr. These were listed as the property of T. 
B. Carr, Thomas Piatt and estate of John D. Carr 
in one consignment and the property of T. B. 
Carr and estate of John D. Carr in another. The 
two consignments brought $20,275, average 
$533.55. One of the mares from this group, 
*Palestra, brought the top price of the sale

CHILHOWEE TO KENTUCKY. 


Pa Adolphe Pons comes the information 
that George Sloan has arranged to send Chil- 
howee from his Whitehall Farm, Warrenton, Va., 
to Greenwich Stud, Lexington, to make the sea- 
son of 1931 under management of Alfred Kane. 
This decision was arrived at after a number of 
mare owners in Kentucky had indicated prefer- 
ence for the services of the horse if he should be 
available without shipment of their mares. Mr. 
Sloan will send to Kentucky with the son of Bal- 
lot—Bourbon Lass some eight or nine of his 
mares. The service fee will be as last season, 
$500 with return privilege for one year. The show- 
ing of the 2-year-olds and the yearlings by Chil- 
howee has been attractive. He has 13 named 2- 
year-olds, of which 11 have started and six have 
won. Town Limit has won six races and Nadia 
has won five. Broad A. has won two and Chill 
Wind, Chilly Flight and Lady Dean one each. 
The chestnut roan colt by Chilhowee, out of *May 
Lily by *Negofol, which C. C. VanMeter bought 
out of the Greenwich Stud consignment to the 
E. J. Tranter sale last week has since worked 
phenonenally ‘ast at the Keneutky Association 
track—a. quarter in :22 3-5, the last eight in :10 
3-5. Others of his yearlings have shown well in 
their autumn trials. Just about the time Mate 
won the Breeders’ Futurity, Harry S. Hart was 
a little regretful that he had not so mated his 
mares in 1929 that he would have some yearlings 
by Prince Pal to sell in 1931. “We will go to 
market at Saratoga with a big consignment of 
good looking colts and fillies by Chilhowee,” he 
said, and it looks now as if no mistake was made 
in patronizing the son of Ballot so numerously 
with the Swingalong Stable’s mares. It will not 
be difficult to fill Chilhowee’s book in Kentucky, 
especially since there is to be no increase in the 
service fee over last year. 


MRS. RASKOB BUYS GOOD MARES.

Lady Tony, a 3- 
year-old filly by Black Toney—Forever, is in 
foal to Ladkin. *Palestra is a 9-year-old mare 
by *Prince Palatine—Adana, by *Adam. She is 
dam of three winners and is a member of a great 
family of producers. She is half-sister to Ariel, 
Nedana, Ladana and Celidon. *Palestra is in 
foal to Macaw. These mares will form the nu- 
cleus of a stud which will be built upon ambi- 
tious lines. Other well bred mares and a good 
stallion may be added soon. Mr. and Mrs. Ras- 
kob were at the Tranter auctions throughout the 
sales last week.

GOES TO STUD IN FRANCE. 


The Aga Khan’s 4-year-old Costaki Pasha, son 
of Gainsborough, out of Cos, has left England for 
France, where he will enter the stud next sea- 
son. He won the Middle Park, Hopeful and 
Chesham Stakes from four starts at two years 
old. He was winter favorite for the Derby, but 
did not run in the event. He started four times 
at three without doing himself justice. This year 
he won the Cork and Orrery Stakes at Ascot and 
was second to Stingo, recipient of seven pounds, 


in the King George Stakes at Goodwood. He won 
approximately $41,000. 


AROUND THE CALIFORNIA CALENDAR. 


The wedge was put in at Tanforan last spring. 
It has been driven rapidly. Now, according to 
the way things are shaping up, California and 
the West Coast are about to have racing prac- 
tically all the year round. The Pacific Coast 
Breeders’ Association opened its meeting at Tan- 
foran on November 15, and it is to run through 
December 13. Agua Caliente opens December 25 
to run 82 days or more. Del Monte will have 
a ten-day meeting immediately following Agua 
Caliente. Tanforan’s spring meeting of 25 days 
will begin the last of April. There is talk that 
Pomona will have a 25-day meeting immediately 
after Tanforan. Agua Caliente’s summer session 
opens July 4. Then will come fall meetings at 
Del Monte and Tanforan, etc., etc. The latest 
word from the coast is that Tanforan has 900 
reservations for its impending session and that 
Agua Caliente appears likely to fill its 1,436 
stalls. As a further indication of California’s 
growing importance in racing, Harry Pollok, 
Agua Caliente’s publicity agent, declares: ‘Cal- 
ifornia breeding establishments produced more 
than one thousand yearlings which will be of 
racing age on January 1. The 1930 crop is ex- 
pected to exceed this number.” (Mr. Pollok’s 
estimate appears high; there were only 4,409 
registered foals from the 1928 crop of Thorough- 
breds in the entire United States and Canada.) 


KING OF SPAIN’S CUP. 


King Alfonso XIII of Spain has contributed a 
magnificent goid trophy, designed by Paul Brown, 
of New York, and executed by Crichton, of Lon- 
don, to be at stake in the inaugural Grasslands 
International Steeplechase, to be decided at the 
Southern Grasslands Hunt and Racing Founda- 
tion meeting at Gallatin, Tenn., Saturday, De- 
cember 6. The course is to be fashioned after 
the difficult Aintree course in England and this 
event is in the nature of an American trial for 
the Grand National Steeplechase. The race car- 
ries an added value of $5,000 to the winner, and 
starters pay $200 each. The subscription fee is 
$50, if made on or before November 24, and $100 
if made after November 24 and on or before De- 
cember 1, on which date entries close. The 
trophy is to be known as the King of Spain’s 
Cup, and it is to be inscribed with the name of 
the winner of the race. 


CARE FREE QUITS RACING AT LAST. 


Care Free, 12-year-old son of Colin and Domino 
Noire, has been retired, A. E. Alexandra an- 
nounces, after 11 seasons of racing. Care Free 
won one race this year, giving him a record of 
10 consecutive years as a winner. In the period 
from 1920 to 1930 he started 245 times, won 67 
races, finished second 35 times, third 35 times, 
and unplaced 88 times. His total earnings were 
$59,693. Care Free was claimed more than 
ounce from the Alexandra stable, but was always 
taken back, and it was a commonly noted fact 
that he did his best only when bearing the Alex- 
andra colors. It’s clover for him the rest of 
his days.
